Obstructionists Continue to Obstruct 
—Their Whip Says They Will 
Sit Till Christmas.

Ottawa, June 2. -The obstructionists 
the House of Commons on the 
Speaker's leit again succeeded yester- 
day in putting <hemselves on record 
as being opposed to any advancement 
of the business of partiament unless 
they got their way with regard to the 
complete control of the Manitoba 
lists. In effect they declared against 
making any extra efforts thenselves 
towards hastening the close of a ses- 
sion already unduly protracted, while 
at the same time they made it evident 
they would not let the government 
members work to that end. They 
opposed Sir Wilfrid Laurier’ motion 
asking members of the House to work 
a little harder by holding morning 
sittings, They blocked supply by 
the usual time-killing devices of bring- 
ing up fruitless discussion of extran- 
eous issues and by endless unimport- 
ant questions about work of sundry 
customs officials. George Taylor, 
chief Conservative whip, put the 
position of the opposition with bold 
frankness when he declared he waa 
prepared to sit in the House until 
Christmas rather than let clauses one 
and seventeen of the Election Bill 
puss. The situation with regard te 
the deadlock remains unchanged. 
Oppescd to Lumber Monopoly. 
One of the features of today’s de- 
bate was the attempt of Colonel Sam 
Hughes to induce the government to 
impose a duty on lumber coming into 
Canada from the United States. Mr. 
Knowles, of Moose Jaw, strongly oyp- 
posed the proposal on the ground that 


jemi would create a monopoly among the 


Canadian lumbermen. He. declared 
himself strongly in favor of lower in- 
stead of higher tariffs. 

In committee of supply last night, 
Hon. William Paterson anounced that 
the customs officers in the future will 
not receive a percentage on seizures 
because of irregularities such as 
under-valuation, but will be given 
advanced salaries as a compensation. 
The old rule of percentage will still 
hold in the ease of smuggled goods, 
During question time, W. D, Staples 
(Conservative, Macdonald) was in- 
formed there was no order-in-council 
uuthorizing stoppages for medical 


fees from transcontinental workmen. 
These amounted to only fifty cents 
monthly, 


Object to Working Harder. — 

The Premier moved for moming 
and Wednesday evening sitting. Dr. 
Sproule was the first to object. He 
said he considered it a little early for 
the motion, especially with many 
members electioncering in Quebee and 
Ontario. It was only fair it should 
stun? over for a week. 

The Premier: “Matters in whieh 
absentees are interested might be lett 
over, but the extra sittings are provid 
ed for the despateh of general busi- 
ness,” 

Hon. R. LL. Borden and Hon. Geo. 
FE. Foster objected to suspending the 
Weanesday evening rule, pointing out 
that. several committees were not 
through their labors, the latter point- 
ing out that with the heavy govern- 
ment legislation it would require at 
Jeast three Weeks.

The election 
uct calls for receiving nominations he- 
tween twelve and two p.m., but another 
section provides that if an hour elapses 
hetween nominations, the nominations 
shall be closed, and if only one is nomi- 
nated, he shall be declared elected. Suth- 
erland was rominated and seconded at 
2.20. A written nomination which was 
not recorded, was filed for Fraser and 
about 1.20 or 1.25 & formally written 
nomination, pr&yerly seconded was hand. 
ed in, Sutherland's attorney claims that 
the time limit had elapsed and he may 
try to secure the seat.

Building Operations Active in Kings- 
ton, Jarssica, 


Haliiax, June t—Byilding opera- 
tions are now active in Kingston, and 
that city is gradually recovering from 
the earthquake which razed it on 
January 16, 1907, according to Capt. 
Hoistad, of the P. & B, liner Boston, 
which arrived from Jamaica. The in- 
action which followed that disaster 
while the dispute over the ineurance 
claims was/in progress has now been 
dispelled, since many of the suite 
against the insurance companies have 
been decided in favor of the Jamaic- 
ans by the prfvy council, So far none 
of the claims have been paid, but a 
new air of hopeculness prevails.

Seattle, Wash., June 1—Forty-vight 
per cent. of the adult Indians of Al- 
aska are suffering from tuberculosis, 
while practically all of the children 
are suffering trom some disease or oth- 
er, according to the report of Captain 
Paul Chumon, assistant surgeon of the 
United States army, who has arrived 
on the Seattle from Fort Semard with 
a detachment of the Tenth infantry.

THE MORINVILLE 
MURDER TRIAL 


At Assizes Today Herman Krone 
Pleads Not Guilty to Charge of 
Murdering John Brusha. 


Herman Krone, a young German 
farmer from near Morinville, is being 
tried at the Supreme court today be- 
fore Mr. Justice Stuart and a jury 
oOo; six men on the charge of murder. 
He is accused of killing a neighbor, 
John Brusha, on January 3ist, 1908, 
at the home of James Sprinkle, near 
Morinville. KE. B. Cogswell is conduct- 
ing the case for the crown and HH. 
Robertson is defending the accused. 


_ Krone was arraigned at the open- 
ing of the court this morning and 
pleaded not guilty. He made Ifis 


plea in a strong, clear voice, and al- 
though he practicaily admits shooting 
Brusha, he did not appear to be at 
all nervous or fearful of the conse- 
quences of the act. 

Kleven jurymen were called before 
a jury of ix, satisfactory te both 
counsel, was secured, The jury finally 
empanneled to try the case is compos- 
ed of L. Samis (foreman), P, Ander- 
son, F. Aylwin, N. Larue, H. Miller 
and J. J. Bell. Those challenged were 
J. Menecley, Joseph Rye, A, E. Groat, 
John MeKinley and W. F. Stevens. 

In outlining the to the ivry 
fore proceeding with the trial, Mr. 
Cogswell stated that there was little 
doubt but that the accused had killed 
Bursha, the only point upon which 
there might be some difference being 
the motive for the shooting. The 
prisoner, prior to the tragedy, lived 
about two miles irom Morinville with 
a farmer named Jos. Sprinkle. Brusha 
was there on the date in question and 
a quarrel followed between the ac- 
cused and Brusha in which Krone shot 
the latter. His arrest and the pre- 
liminary examination followed, 

Sergt. Munroe’s Evidence. 

Sergt. Munroe, of the R. N. W. M. 
P., at Edmonton, was the first witness 
called. He stated that he was called 
to Morinville on Jan. 3ist, 1908, to 
the farm house of Jas. Sprinkle. He 
arrived there about 7.30 in the even- 
ing and tound a dead man lying on 


the tloor of the kitehen. The roon: 
in question was about 14x16 feet. The 
body was lying face downward be- 
tween the table and the steve. He 


saw a revolver lying on the floor about 
four feet from the body by the edge oi 


the table. 

The wituess produced the revolver 
in court which he had takea ‘from 
the floor. It was an Iver Johnson, 82- 
calibre revolver. Ali the chamber 
were loaded when he found the wea- 
pon, 

Continuing the witness etated that 
he passed into an inner room where 
he found Mrs, Jas. Sprinkle, some 
children, and the accused, Herman 
Krone, Sergt. Munroe stated that he 
iold) Krone he must sleep with him 
that night until he had investigated 
the affair, He remained at Sprinkle’s 
home over night and next day swore 
out a wararnt ior the arrest of Krone 
and warned him that anything he

He reiused to take a drink 
trom a bottle of whisky that Brusha 
offered him and Brusha, who was very 
drunk, said Krone could not snub 
him that way. He then proceeded to 
pick a quarrel with the accused, eal- 
ling Nim a liar and other opprobrious 


names, Brusha pulled off his coat, 
prepared to tight, and slapped Krone 
in the face, and the accused said } 


knocked him down \ scuifle ensued 
and the men fought across the kitehen 
floor and out the door. They stopped 
fighting outside and returned to the 
kitchen, where Brusha again began 
to abuse the accused. He was threat- 
ening Krone and the latter pulled a 
gun and fired, Brusha tell to the 
floor but rose again as Krone advane- 
ed from the doorway where he wae 
standing when he fired. Brusha made 
a motion with his gun and the accused 
fired three more shots and Brusha 
fell back on the floor dead 

Sergt. Munroe stated that made 
a superficial examination of the body 
and found that the dead man had 
been shot in the back, the leit side and 
in the right side in front. He produe- 
ed the clothes of the deceased, sow- 
ing Where the bullets had passed 
through them, One of the bullets had 
also passed through the etoye pipe and 
lodged in the wall 

Cross-examined by Mr. Roberts&h, 
Sergeant Muntoe stated that Brusha’s 
revolver sometimes did not work, and 
he admitted that it might have been 
possible for Brusha to have it in his 
hand and not be able to shoot, al- 
though he pulled the trigger. There 
was a seratch on the face of the ae- 


cused, and a cut on Brusha’a face 
near his right eye, Krone made no 


attempt to resist arrest 
Coroner Braithwaite,

C.P.R. NOT PERMITTED 
TO STAY PROCEEDINGS 


Department of Labor Appoints Third 
Member to Board of Conciliation in 
C.P.R. Machinists’ Dispute — Com- 
pany Has Not Decided to Accept 
Appointment. 


Winnipeg, Man., June 1.—Geo, F. Galt, 
of this city, has been asked by the De- 
partment of Labor to act as the third 
member on the board of conciliation, and 
to represent the C.P.R. interests in the 
dispute with the machinists, in place of 
(, P. Fullerton, who withdrew and was 
not replaced by the company, because 
of the chariman’s decision to include the 
Eastern lines in the investigation. On 
being informed of the appointment Wil- 
liam Whyte, second vice-president, T. J. 
Bray, manager, Superintendent Halt of 
motive power and other officials held a 
conference this morning. P. A. Mae- 
Donald, chairman of the conciliation 
hoard met the officials but no decision 
was reached. 

When interviewed Mr. Whyte hardly 
cared to make an announcement yet, 
The matter, he said, lay deeper than the 
appointment. The question was whether 
or not an arrangement could be reached 
for a common basis for the investiga- 
tion, He aaid that if the company agreed 
to the appointment of Mr, Galt, it would 
mean accepting a wider scope for the in- 
quiry over the whole line. Until some- 
thing more definite was decided he could 


not say whether the board would go 
ahead or whether its action would he 
entirely abortive. 


To Act Independent of C.P.R. 
Should Mr. Galt consent to act the 
hoard will act immediately irrespective 
of C.P.R. action, in which case the de- 
cision would likely be abortive 6s the 
company would likely flatly refuse to 


abide by the decision. It was reported 
that the department had asked chairman 
MacDonald to reverse his decision and 
to limit the scope of the inquiry to the 
West, but this hardly likely as it 
would only have the effect of antagoniz- 
ing men, and more trouble and delay 
would arise. 

It is recognized that it is not a case for 
compromise but a clear cut ease: “Will 
the railway to the wider ecope 
or let the inquiry proceed without

Mr. Galt admitted his appointment was 
being considered, but he declined to fore- 
cast his action which would depend on

Hundreds of Men to Work in the Gug- 
genheimn Citches. 


Vancouver, June 1, Three hundred 
men are to be hired in Vancouver within 
the next ten days to work on the Gug- 
genheim ditches and flumes i nthe Klon- 
dike during the present summer, In the 
course of a few days Mr, O, B. Perry, 
general manager for the Guggenheims, 
will arvive in Vancouver from Seattle to 
make arrangements for the employment 
of this labor, It is announced that if 
he is successful in getting the right class 
of men in this city and finds that labor 
is plentiful he will extend his order and 
take six hundred. 

Announcement respecting the wages to 
he paid and the terms of the contract 
this labor will be required to enter into 
will be made by Mr. VPerry on his ar- 
rival, In all probability he will estab- 
lish a temporary employment bureau in 
‘Vancouver, where the applicants may be 
inspected and culled over before being 
signed. 

The men are required fur common lab- 
oring purposes on the ditches and flames 
which the fiuggenheims ave building in 
connection with their dredging and hy- 
draulicking vultures in the North, This 
labor will be contracted for the entire 
summer, and it is the intention to pay 
transportation both in and out,

GENERAL BULLER 
HAS PASSED AWAY 


The Warrior Whose Name Has Been 
Intimately Connected With Lady- 
smith Died This Morning. 


London, June 2.—Sir Redvers Bul- 
ler, who commanded the British anny 
at the outset of the Boer war in South 
Afriea, died this morning. 


Among the numerous — genernla 
whose military careers were tarnished 
in the South African war none enter- 
ed with a better reputation and emerg- 
ed with a poorer record than General 
Buller, even though the eriticism of 
his campaign in South Afriea is by no 


means universal, He was born in 
Crediton, Devonshire, England, in 
1830. He entered the army in 1858 


and served in the Chinese campaign 
in 1860. In 1870 he became captain 
and went on the Red River expedi- 


tion, whem he was first associated 
with Lord (then Sir Garnet) Wolseley, 
and in 1873-74 he accompanied the 


latter on the Ashantee campaign as 
head of the intelligence department, 
being slightly wounded at the battle 
Ordabai. In the Kaffir war of 
'S78-0 and then the Zulu war of 1879 
he Was conspicuous as an inrepid and 
popular leader of cavalry, and built 
up a reputation for courage and dog- 
ged determination, earning the Vie- 
toria Cross for his assisting in reseu- 
ing a captain and lieutenant 

In The First Boer War, 


In the Boer war of 1881 he was Sir 
Evelyn Wood's chief of staff. Tn 1882 
he was head of the field intelligence 
department in the Keyptian  eam- 
paign and was knighted for nis ser- 
vices. Two years later he ecommand- 
ed an infantry brigade in the Soudan 
and was promoted to major-general 
for distinguished service on the field. 
In the Soudan campaign of 1884-85 he 
was Lord Wolseley's chief of staff. 
For his gallantry here he was created 
K.C.B. In 1887 he was made quar- 
termaster-general at the War Office. 
From 1890-97 he held the offiee of ad- 
jutant-general, attaining the rank of 
lieutenant-general in 1891. At 
War Office his power of work and 
master of detail inspired those with 
whom he came in contaet with the be- 
liof that he was fitted for the highest 
commiund, and in 1895 it was an open 
et that he was intended for that 
post on the retirement of the Ditke 
ot Cambridge. At that time, how- 
ever, the government was defeated 
und Lord Wolscley was selected for 
five years, Sir Redvers remaining in 
his former position. 

In Command in 1899. 

Tn 1899, when the Boer war broke 
out, he was selected with universal 
approval to take command of the 
South African field foree and landed 
at Cape Town on Oc.ouer Sist, Owing 
to the Boer investinent of Ladysmith 
he unexpectedly hastened to Natal to 
supervise the rescue of Sir George 
White, but on Dee, Ith hie attempt 
to cross the Tugela waa repulsed with 
great loss. Alarmed at his reports the 
government sent out Lord Roberts to 
supersede him in the chief command, 
he being left in suburdinate command 
of the Natal torce only. Hie second 
attempt to relieve Ladysmith (10th to 
27th Jan.) proved pnother failure caus- 
ing consternation in England, A third 
attempt (Sth to 7th Feb) was again 
unsuccessful and it was not until 
Feb, 28th that the relief of Ladyamith 
was accomplished, 

Did Good Work Here. 

He remained in command of the 
Natal army till 24th Oct., 1900, when 
he returned to England, having in 
the meantime done a great deal of 
hard work by driving the Boers back 
from Biggarsburg and foreing Lang’s 
neck, 

But though he still retained his re- 
putation for dogged determination the 
verdict of military erities on his capae- 
pointment to the Aldershot command 
under delicate and difficult operations 
became decidedly adverse.

On Oct. 10th, 1991, at a luneheon in 
London, Sir Redvers Buller made a 
speech in answer to those criticiams 
which was held to be «a breaeh of 
discipline and contrary to the King 
regulations, And on Oct, 23 it was an- 
nounced by the war office that he had 
been relieved by his command and 
retired on half pay.

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PAGE TWO. _ a 
INSTRUCTIVE PAPER 
BY PRINCIPAL BRYAN 


The Keynote of Education is the Sib 
ject of the Theme Brought Before 
the Edmonton and Strathcona 
Districts Teachers at Their Insti 
tute, 


Yesterday afternoon's session of the 
teachers of the Edmonton and Strath- 
ona districts in the Grandin street 
achool, Strathcona, took the form of + 
public session, the feature of which 
was the excellent paper read by Prin- 
cipal Bryan of the Provincial Normal 
school at Calgary 

Principal Bryan took for hie subject 
“The Keynote of Education,” which 
he took to bel Freedom, The paper 
was as follows

finds that, although these movements 
éeem to differ in cause, nature and 
effect, there is a keynote that  per-

Primitive man is in bondage to his 
environment The nature 
terrify and oppress him, the elements 
ecourge and harass, the wild animals 
kill and devour, The great problem 
that confronts him is to adjust him 
self to his environment, and to modify 
and control it, In time he under- 
Stands the forces of nature and make

makes the wild animals respeet him 


as their lord and master 


Primitive man is also in bondage 


to self. His primitive appetites, pas- 
#ions and propensities, must be con 
quered in order that he may realize 
his possibilities, and live in peace and 
hatmony with his fellows, This strug 
tle for self-conquest and eelf-improv 

ment has led to combination of fami 
lies, clans, people Laws are neces 


sary in order that each member of thy 
community may understand the dut 
ies that he owes to the central organ- 
ization and the privileges that are his 
by reason of this civic union, The 
progress of mankind in the conquest 
of self has been accompanied by civil 


and international strife. It has had 
ite Martyrs and its traitors, its sne 
cesses and its failures, There has 
however, been a steady progress—a 
progress that is more marked in mod 
ern than in ancient history, Politi-

but a present reality as far as the 

nations who control the destinies of 

the world are concerned, Freedom is 

the keynote of modern civilization 
The History of the Race, 

The history of education is in real- 
ity the history of the race. Education 
has had its period of bondage to tra-

to caste, and to church; but to-day 
these fetters have, to a greut exient, 
been removed, What is true of edu 


eation externally should also be tru 
internally, The aim of modern educa 
tion should be freedom 

It is my purpose to-day to endeavor 
to expand this idea and 
application to certain phases of out 
school work 

Education is, in itself, a unitary 
process, and is not capable of exact 
division It is, as Dr, Butler says, 
“the adaptation of a person, a selt- 
conscious being, to his environment, 
and the development of capacity to 
modify or control that environment,” 
In the educative process, however, wi 
distinguish between intellectual train- 
ing moral training and religious t.ain 
lng In all these the aim should ln 
the emancipation of the pupil 

The teacher. whe educates for free- 
dom does not believe that instruction 
consists in pouring knowledge into th: 
mind of the child very much in the 
same way as water is poured into a 
pitcher, He induces the child to in- 
vestigate for himself, to draw his own 
inferences to form his own  judg- 
ments. He recognizes the fact that 
échooldays will soon be over, and en- 
deavors to train the pupil in habits 
of study that will make him indepen 


dent of teachers and that will tead 
him to continue his search after 
knowledge when he is engaged in the 
more serious work of life, 


Does Always Help Child. 

The teacher who has this object in 
view does not attempt to help thi 
child over every obstacle, to smooth 
away every difficulty. The obstacles 
surmounted, the difficulties 
‘ully overcome, are rungs in the lad- 
der by which the pupil ascends to a 
ecueciousness of his own powers, The 
spoon-fed pupil is, as a rule, lacking 
in the self-confidence and in the men 
tal efuming that are hecessary to suc 
cess in life, “Never do for the pupil 
What the pupil can, in » ‘easonable 
time, do for himself,” is a sate rule 
to bhalow in school work. The best 
type of teaching 1s self-teaching. Tho 
boy who is selt-active in the pursuit 
of truth during his echool days, will 
not grow into the man who caste 
books asidy and concentrates all his 
energies upon the amassing of wealth 
Let the child search after truth; 
teach him to prize it above rubies, 
and the truth will make nim free, 

The Teaching of Civics. 

To no phase of instruction does this 
apply with greater force than to the 
teaching of Civics, The pupil is led 
to examine our institutions, to dis 
cern their strong and weak points, 
He realizes that there are certain du- 
ties that he owes to the state and cer- 
tain rights that come to him through 
this organization, He discusses with 
the teacher the problems of citizen- 
ship. The result should be the citi 
zen who is loyal to our institutions, 
who is able to reach an intelligent de- 
cision with respect to the great ques- 
tions of the day; not the man whom 
“every eophister can lime,” 

“We must remember, however,” 
euys Dr. Will, that the ehild’y activ- 
ity is for better or worse according '6 
the nature of the interest that impels 
it, and so it becomes the teacher to 
note what the sources and varieties of 
interest are, The joy of the child

easy, At last there comes to him joy 
in the doing, This sullen, original in- 
‘terest to avoid penalties becomes a 
happy resultant interest in the exer 
cise of new powers. But it is better 
i thousand-fold that the child’s inter- 
est at the outset shall not be a forced 
ind sullen one, but eontething free 
and joyous. The teacher should note 
that interest begets interest, that it 
is cause and effect, that it is some- 
thing to work for as well as to work 
with—an exalted end as well as an in 
dispensable means, [specially should 
he note that the interest which incites 
to fine action becomes by such action

Wordsworth has beautifully ex 
pressed this idea in his “Ode tu 
“Duty” 

“Thou who are victory and law

And calin'’st the weary strife of frail 
} humanity,” 

This is what Rosenkranz means 
when he says: “Education aims at 
iccustoming the youth to freedom, so 
that he shall always measure his deed 
by the idea of the good. It does not 
lesire a formal independence, which 
may aleo be termed character, but a 
real independence pesting upon the 
conception of freedom as that which 
is absolutely necessary, The pedago 
gical maxim is: Be independent, but 
be #o through doing good.” 

Ii is an easy matter te secure obe- 
dience to law by the exercise of au- 
thority and to spur the pupils on to 
achievement by artificial incentives; 
but when the authoritative restraints 
ure removed and the artificial incen- 
tives are wanting, then will appear 
the need of self-guidance and self-con- 
The school life as well as the 
home life of the child «shoud prepare 
him for the greater freedom that he 
will enjoy when school days are over, 
The wise teacher will endeavor to de.

Let us now consider our second sub- 
division. Many of the subjects on 
our programme of studies, have an 
ethical content and will, if rightly 
taught, deepen the feelings that in- 
cite to right action and weaken those 
that tend toward wrong-doing, Fore- 
most among those we must place his- 
tory and literature. History describes 
the actions of men in the etate, The 
pupils should be trained to criticise 
their actiong so as to determine their 
rightness or wrongness. Thus they 
will be led to avoid the wrong path 
through seeing the dire reeults that 
follow such @ course in individual and 
national life. Through literature the 
child jis brought into contact with the 
minds and hearts of noble mea, 
Ideals of life and conduct are present- 
ed, emotion is stirred and a desire for 
what is noble and true is awakened, 
In other words the child sees his ideal 
self and is inspired by a determina 
tion to realize it. The study of what 
is worthiest in thought and feeling 
must rouse us to a consciousness of 
what is best in others and in our- 
selves, High thoughts repel thoughts 
that are low and degrading, 

The pereonality of the teacher will 
re-enforee the discipline of the school 
ind the teaching of the subject mat- 
tel li under circumstances of ex- 
tree provocation—and they are by 
no means infrequent—the pupils mark 
the self-control of the teacher, they 
will have the desire for self-control 
strengthened, But how can we ex- 
pect to repress in those under our 
charge the feelings to which we give 
ree vent ourselves? Will the pupil 
be self-reliant whose teacher cannot, 
in his teaching, dispense with the aid 
of the text? Can we expect the teach- 
*y whose life in the community is not 


free irom seandal to arouse the de- 
sire for virtue in the hearts of the 
children entrusted to his keeping? Can 
we hope that the children will — be 


when he who 
teuches indulges imemoderately — in 
strong drink? Tam afraid not. There 
are few more responsible positions in 
the state than that of «the teacher 
lo him has been committed the train- 
ing of the children on whom the wel- 
fare of the state depends. Many a 
man and many a woman looks back 
with a feeling of the deepest gratitude 
to those who guided their young minds 
in the paths of knowledge and who by 
instruction and by example developed 
in them habits of right doing. To 
sum up briefly this division let) me 
say that the teaching of the subjects 
on the curriculum, aided by the dis- 
cipline of the school and the person- 
ility of the teacher will do much to 
tree the pupil irom bondage to what 
is base and ignoble, and to deepen 
and strengthen habits of right action.

We must remember, however, that 
moral training and religious training 
should go hand in hand; that one is 
incomplete without the other; that 
the truest fredom is found in union 
with the Divine.

MAY BE INVOLVED 
IN MORE LITIGATION 


Two Now Actions Loom Up Large on 
The Horizon. — A. Rendall tn- 
structs City to Not,Remove Trees 
Planted on His Lot.—Court of 
Revision on Assessment Held. 


There is a strong probability that 
the city of Edmonton may be involv- 
ed in two more law suits before very 
long, according to the tenor of some 
communications whieh will be pre: 
sebted to the city council at their 
weekly session this evening, One of 
these is from A. Rendall, part of 
whose property the city used by mis- 
take as a city nursery, and the other 
is from the Alberta Nursery & Seed 
Company, of Calgary, who ask for 
$285.10, which they claim is still due 
them for trees supplied the city in 
1906. 

The question of the location of the 
city nursery was raised a couple of 
weeks ago, when Mr. Rendall wrote 
the council offering to sell the city 
some fine sturdy trees he bad on_ his 


property on lot 10 block “B” RL. 
12 and 14. The commissioners — re- 
ied that there must be some mis- 


take, as the property in question was 
the city nuisery and the trees belong- 
ed to the city. Mr. Rendall, how- 
ever, maintained that this was his pro- 
perty, so the city engineer was given 
instructions to make a new survey Of 
the eity, mursery. and find out about 
the adjo.ning owners. 

This work was done last week and 
it was then and then only that the 
city awoke to a realization of the fact 


that they had been planting — city 
trees on private property and that 
Mr. Rendall really did own part of 
lot 10. The commissioners at once 
wrete Mr, Rendall) explaining — the 


mistake that had been made and stat. 
ing that they had given orders that 
the trees were removed from lot 10. 
Mr. Rendall replied that there must 
still be some mistake about the mat- 
ter and that the city must have re- 
moved the trees from lots 8 or 9 and 
not from let 10. Moreover, he forbid 
the city to move any trees on lot 10, 


claiming that they had no right te 
nove trees from private — property 
without the authority of the owner 


He threatened to institute legal pro- 
ededings against the city if they 
touched the trees planted on lot 10 
The matter will be considered at the 
council meeting this evening. 
City Wants Trees Replaced. 

The other matier which is agitating 
the minds of the city fathers at pre- 
sent is the question of who is to pay 
for the replacement of the trees plant 
ed in the city that haye died. They 
claim that the Alberta Nursery & 
Seed Company, of Calgary, planted 
1,280 trees in Edmonton for the city 
in 1906 and that 910. of these trees 
have died. They asked the Alberta 
Nursery & Secd Company to replace 
these dead trees, according to agree- 
ment The Alberta Nursery & Seed 
Company sbated. Unat according ta 
their arreement with the eity they 
were to be ied befove October 
Ist, 1907, regarding the trees that died 
in the eny and that required réplae- 


vie 


ing. They did not receive this word 
until May sth, 1908, which was too 
late to replace the trees They also 


asked that the balance due them by 


the city, some $235.10, be forwarded 
at once. 
The commissioners replied — that 


there was only $217.60 due the eom- 
pany and that they intended to re 
tain this amount to pay for the re- 
placing of the trees that had died. 
They also claimed that a verbal agree- 
ment had been entered into with the 
manager of the Alberta) Nursery & 
when in Kdmonten, 
to the effect that the city should have 
until the spring of 1908 to order new 
trees to replace the dead ones, in 
order to see if they would survive last 
Winter, The council will probably 
decide tonight whether they will fight 
the case, if necessary, or compromise 
with the company.

Provinces and Municipalities will Bor. 
row—Are Awaiting Good Market— 
Committed to Various Large Un-

Winnipeg, June 1.—The relaxation 


in the money markets of the world 
has not yet been felt extensively in 
Western Canada, and while there is a 
general assumption that the supply 
of funds will gradually inercase from 
how on, rates are well maintained, I 
spite of the fact that development i+ 
net proceeding as fast as it did a 
couple of years ago, an enormous 
amount of money is required to earry 
on the business of the country, Rail 
Way construction and equipment call 
for millions every year, and the for 
ward policies of governments and mu 
nicipalities are, in the aggregate, re 
sponsible tor expenditures nearly a+ 
large. Private enterprise has declin- 
ed, as might have been expected, on 
account of the depression, and thy 
building trade in particular is re 
markably quiet, Most of the big pre 
jeets are going ahead, and the mter 
ruption has affected chiefly the smal 
enterprises, 
Railway Construction, 

Optimistic calculations at the begin 
ning of this season made ‘t appeai 
that a total of about $50,000,000 woul 
be spent on railway conatruction be 
tween Port: Arthur and the Pacific 
coast during the next six or cigh 
months. This sum in itself woul 
all be needed. During the past sir 
weeks, however, it has been noticed 
that high officials of the various rai 
Way companies have not been sayin 
much about the construction wor 
which is to be completed this season 
The dines which have been begun wil 
be pushed forward wherever prac!

Tl 
method of financing the deal ha 
not been explained in detail, an 
nothing is known by the public abo 
the means to be adopted for meetin 
the bonds when these mature. Th 
clearest opportunity of distinguishi: 
between government and corporati: 
ownership so far has been given to th 
doctors and nurses of Winnipeg, wh 
have been compelled to pay —highe 
rates than they did under the rule « 
the Bell Company. The Province he 
not gone into the market with debea 
tures, and it has uo intention of d 
ing so at the present time. The boud 
which the Bell Telephone Compan 
secured in payment for its system wi! 
it is understood, be offered at inter 
vals in London, One parcel, amount 
ing to £400,000, was placed there thi 
week, The price was 99, and it i 
reported that there was an active dé 
mand at that figure.

tion. To raise the money for the com 
pletion of the deal the Provincial gov 
ernment put through a loan for twely, 
months at five per cent, They wer 
advised to do this by prominent moi 
in the finaneial world, who believed 
that lower rates for money would as 
suredly prevail a year hener, The 
debentures will be held for an inde 
finite period, and in the meantime the 
temporary accommodation given by 
the banks satisfies the needs of the 
government, 
Finances in Saskatchewan, 

Jn Saskatchewan the government 
has not yet decided to take over thé 
lines of the private telephone con 
cerns, and its present outlays in that 
connection are comparatively small, 
The votimates submitted by the Pro- 
vincial Treasurer to the Legislature at 
Regina call for a capital expenditure 
of $250,000 during the coming year 
probably for the construction of new 
lines. Another eum of $30,000, appat 
eutly for operation, will, it is expect- 
ed, be offset by a revenue of the same 
amount, The commitments of the 
government on capital account in that 
province for the whole fiscal year will, 
according to the estimate, amount to 
$1,489,565. The ordinary expenditures 
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amounting to $2,674,598, will be more 
than onet by the revenue, Saskatehe- 
wan debentures have not been floated 
in the money markets, and the expen 
ditures on capital account are finane- 
ed by temporary loans from the banks. 
The rate for these, it is understood, is 
five per cent, the same as ie paid by 
the Alberta government, 
Five Millions For Telephones. 

The total obligations undertaken by 
the three prairie provinces with — re- 
spect to telephones alone amount to 
$4,925,000, and = this does not inelude 
the sums which the Alberta govern 
ment has epent in the construction of 
its own system, These probably ax- 
cregate $690,000 or $700,000, bringing 
the amount up to about — $5,000,006 
When the market for bonds improves 
to'an extent to satisfy the provincial 
financiers the debentures will be offer- 
ed, along with a large number of oth 
ers which are being held back in the 
same way, Until that occasion arrives 
bank aecommodation will be regarded 
as sufficient, and the interest rate 
will probably be maintained at 5 per 
cent. 


Muri-‘pal Outlays 

The larger municipalities are oy no 
metns as prodigal in their outlays a- 
they were a year or two ago, but their 
requirements in the bond market 
make up a vast amount. Winnipeg, 
well known, has been casting 
about for a long time in an effort to 
secure a place in which to dispose of 
her debentures, and has been unsue- 
cessful, Her undertakings have com- 
witted her to a huge expenditure, and 
if she could find a buyer for bonds at 
1 good figure she would issue several 
million dollars’ worth, Fort William 
has just completed a deal for a block 
f debentures at a comparatively high 
figure, and Saskatoon has also den: 
well with a large issue of bonds, The 
securities which represent the price ot 
extensive municipal improvements in 
Regina and Edmonton, were absorbed 
by the market last fall, and the pric 
obtained in each case reflected a mon 
ey stringency. These bonds were al 


as is 


terwards sold in London at a good 
profit by the nnderwriters, and it is 
likely that future issues, for big 
umounts at any rate, will be sent di 
rect to the British market. Many 
ther cities and towns, including Ca! 
gary, Moose Jaw and Lethbridge, are 


making ready for a campaign of im 
provement, and their demands om the 
world’s purse will not be small, 
Imitation and Gompetition. 

There is that the 
favorable condition of the currene 
narkets has encouraged the men it 
ontrol of provincial and municipal 
idministrations throughout the west 
to discount the future in their expen 
litures, The situation is not nearts 
so tight now as it was at this time last 
vear, aud there is a greater tendenc 
pon the part of the institutions wit 
noney at their command to “loos 
ip” for the purpose of assisting deve: 
pment of this kind. tor the presen‘ 
t would seem rensonable to assuny 
hat the aggregate supply of boud 
sufficiently large to tax the digestir 
if the market whenever the process ¢

Ottawa, dune 1.—Whether 
he growth of the prohibition movement 
n Canada oy the present financial strin- 
rency. advocates of temperance may re- 
tard as significant the fact that the re- 
‘urns of the Inland Revenue Departinent 
or tie past six months show there has 
‘won a decided decrease in the amount of 
iquor consumed in Canada, Vor the 
nonths of November, 1907, to April, 1908, 
nelusive, the aggregate internal revenue 
eceipts from the liquor traffic show a 
lecrease of nearly $450,000, ov over ten 
wr cent. In November, the decrease 
yas in round numbers, $104,000; in De- 
ember, $58,000; in January, $30,000; in

snd in April, $140,000. The decrease in 
the receipts for last month as compared 
vith April, 107, was twenty per cent. 
The decrease in the production and 
onsumption of liquor may, of course, be 
nly temporary, but it is significant that 
t has taken place despite a time of rapid 
rowth in the population, and reflects a 
imilar shrinkage in liquor production

_ Applicant for cancellation must atate 
in what particulars the homesteader is 
in default. 

A homesteader whose éntry is not the 
subject of cancellation proceedings thay, 
subject fo the approval of Department 
relinquish it in favour of father, mother, 
son, daughter, brother or sister if eligi- 
ble, but to no one else, on filing deolar. 
ation of ahandonment. 

Duties.—A_ retiler ia required to per.

A movement in the city to secure 
grounds large enough to be used for all 
kinds of athletic sports would he a very 
popular on@® At the present time foot- 
ball, tennis, lacrosse, cricket and other 
games are played in every part of the 
city, nearly every vacant lot of sufficient 
size being used whether smooth or not. 
If the city will not or cannot take the 
matter up private individuals interested 
in athletics should get busy. 

In Calgary they are up against the 
same proposiiton as in Edmonton, Ama- 
teur sport of all kinds is carried’ on to 
some extent with no suitable grounds, 
To obviate this difficulty a number of 
Calgary men held a meeting in the 
Y.M.C.A. at Calgary last Saturday even- 
ing.

They formed themselves after discus- 
sion into a stock company, capitalized at 
$5,000, with a $1,000 paid up capital, 
shares to be $25 each, and only a limit- 
ed number to be sold to any one person. 

Bruce Robinson was chosen chairman 
aud H. Ballantyne acted as secretary. 

lt was decided to name the organiza- 
tion The Calgary Athletic Company, 
Limited, and to proceed with leasing the 
Mission grounds for athletic purposes, 
the grounds to he known as the St.

Nine Snakes Captured by the 
Schaghticoke Club, 

New York, June 1.—A_ despatch to 
The Tribune from Bridgeport, Conn. 
anya: The fifth annual hunt of the 
Schaghticoke Rattleenake Clulf of 
Bridgeport was held today in the 
Schaghticoke Jndian reservation — in 
Lichfield county.

UNPARALLELED IN THE 
ANNALS OF PARIS C3!ME 


Double Murder Attended by the Gross- 
est Brutality—A Noted Portrait 
Painter and His Mother Are 


Strangled. 


Paris, June 1—A double murder was 
committed here during the early 
hours of the morning that for nbso- 
lute brutality would be hard to paral- 
lel in the annals of crimes in Poris. 

Adolphe Steinheil, a noted portrait 
painter, a son of Louis Charles Au- 
guste Steinheil, one of the most cele- 
brated of French artists, and a grand 
nephew of Messennier, and his wife's 
mother, Mme. Japr, were strangled to 
death in the artist’s home in the Rue 
de Vaugierard, hie wife was gagged 
and hound to her bed and heard her 
mother’s dying struggles as she 
fought for life with the murderers, 

The bound women and the bodies 


of her husband and her mother were 
found by o man servant, who had 
arisen to prepare breaktast, 

Mme. Steinheil, suffering from great 
nervous shock, told the police that 
three men and a woman, the latter, 


she thought she recognized as one ot 
her husband's models, forcibly enter. 
ed the house about 1 o'clock in the 
morning and sprang upon her like 
wild beasts, tieing her to the bed. They 
mistook her for her eixteen-year-old 
daughter, who was absent in the 
country, and one of the nien demand. 
ed to know where the money received 


from a scale of pictures had been 
maced, 

The woman with the men urged 
them to kill her, but they leit. Mme, 
Steinheil helpless and proceeded to 
other parts of the house, where they 
strangled M. Steinheil and his moth- 
er-in-law, The whole house was ran- 
sacked, and it is impossible to say 
how fierce the death struggle had 
boen, 

The police seem totally at a lose 
to account tor the atrocity of the mur- 
der Cords drawn tight around the 


necks of the man and the woman show 


the manner of their death, 

Late tonight it was reported that an 
Italian had been arrested as one ot 
the assassins, 

The murderers succeeded in mak- 
ing off with eeveral thousand dollars’ 
worth of valuables.
